JERUSALEM, Feb. 4 (Ag- 
encies) — Israeli soldiers and 
police used truncheons to break 
np demonstrations by stone- 
throwing Palestinian school- 
children in several West Bank 
towns Monday. eyewitnesses 
said. 

The protests were over Is- 
rael's recent blowing up or 
sealing ot Palestinian houses 
in the ^ cupied West Bank as 
punishment for PLO sympathi- 
sers. spokesmen for the stu- 
dents said. 

An unidentified woman tou- 
rist was slightly injured by 
the demonstrators when they- 
stoned a bus passing through 
Hal hoi, south of Jerusalem, 
on a sightseeing tour. 

In the biggest protest, at 
Ramallah near Jerusalem, stu- 
dents milled through streets, 
.stoning troops and police, eye- 
witnesses and military sources 
said. 

They v ere forced back with 
truncheons, and then massed 
outside a police station, sma- 
shing windows with stones, 
the sources said. 

Earlier Saturday, one person 
was kilter? and several were 
injured when a bomb explo- 


ded in the old city of Jerusa- 
lem. poli .*■. said. 

The building, winch is dose 
to the Wailing Wall, was badly 
damaged and partly collapsed. 

A number of people nearby 
were' sn-htly injured and re- 
quired only first aid treatment. 
Two people were injured more 
seriously, police said.

Oman minister says developments 
in Iran could affect Gulf states

JEDDAH, Feb. 4— Omani 
Minister of State for Foreign 
Affairs Qais Zawawi said Sun- 
day that (he situation in Iran 
could affect the rest of the 
Gulf region but that it is “too 
early to assess the kind and 
extent of such influences.” 

Zawawi, who arrived here 
on a short visit to deliver a 
message trom Sultan Qaboot 
to King Khaled. told “Arab 
News” that, ‘‘Wc can compare 
the effec s of the Iranian situa- 
tion on the region to reper- 
cussions in Western Europe to 
a change of regime ul Italy. 
There might be a change of 
balance.' 

Zawawi said that so far 
“there is no indication of the 
direction of Iranian foreign] 
policy” after the departure of 
the Shah 

“On the contrary, there 
seems to be greater understair 
ding and sympathy for the 
Arabs in banian official cir- 
cles. But what happens am- 
ongst them is entirely an in- 
ternal matter,” he said. 

He added that reports clai- 
ming that Iranian Air Force 
planes have withdrawn from 
Oman were unfounded simply 
because ‘there were no Iran- 
ian planes in the country.” 

Most Iranian troops had 
beeo withdrawn after helping 
the sultanate quell the insur- 


rection io Dhofar he added. 

Now Omani troops are in 
full control of the region and 
apart from a few and isolated 
hit and run attacks, the situa- 
tion is back to normal, he 
said. 

Saudi Arabia has been us- 
ing its good offices to ensure 
that the situation . in the re- 
gion remains calm, he said. 
“There is a dialogue ai pre- 
sent involving Saudi Arabia, 
the Yemen Arab Republic. 
Oman and South Yemen with 
a view to maintaining the 
peace and stability of the 
area,” he said. But he did not 
appear too optimistic about 
normalizing relations between 
Oman ana South Yemen, be- 
cause he said South Yemen 
has rebuffed all Omani at- 
tempts at a genuine rapproche-

Two Civil Guardsmen die 
in latest Basque violence 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, 
Feb. ’4 (.AP) — A paramilitary 
Civil Guard seriously wounded 
in a recent attack by Basque 
‘separatist guerrillas, died Sun' 
day, one day after another 
Civil Guard was shot and kill- 
ed in the troubled Basque re- 
gion. 

The former was wounded 
along with two other Civil 
Guardsmen last week when a 
reraote-controWed bomb explod- 
ed under their jeep near San 
Sebastian. The group was es- 
corting a truck loaded with 
2.000 kilos of dynamite.

The death-tori in hunger and 
disease-stricken refugee camps 
in Bangladesh has risen to 
10221 people, including near 
iv 7.000 chHdren. according to 
lie United Nations High Com- 
missioner for Refugees 
fUNHCR). 

The deaths and -crisis condr 
tkms in the 13 camps housing 
nearly 200.000 refugees from 
Burma have brought a flurry' 
of international activity. The 
high rale of infant mortality is 
tbot^Uto be the result mainly 
of malnutrition, aggravated by 
over-crowding and epidemic 
disease as well as the literacy 
and he+piessness of mothers 
who often fail to report to food 
distribution centers to get extra 
rations for their children. 

The refugees. Bengalis from 
the state of Arakan just ac- 
ross the border in western 
Burma, fled to Bangladesh 
early last summer, telting sto- 
ries of atrocities, after a Bur- 
mese government campaign 
against what it aHeged to be 
jtlegial immigrants in this poor 
and -remote part of the country. 

Bengalis have settled in the 
area over the last two decades 
and the Burmese government 
had traditionally turned a Wind 
eye. Bui it was provoked by 
a secessionist movement out to 
take the state (which has a 
slight Muslim majority) out of 


Burma and into federation 

with Bangladesh. 

Officials here are surprised 
at the gross malnutrition be- 
cause the UNHCR has already 
channelled about $30 million 
to the Bangladesh authorities 
responsible for running the 

camps. The office now plans 
lo conduct a shed-bysfaed sur- 
vey on the spot in cooperation 
with Bangladesh to ensure that 
more food, medical care and 
other necessities actually reach 
the refueees. 


The ” High Commissioner’s 
office was aware of the heavy 
death rate, higher even than 
those during the worst days of 
the Sahel famine, but only in 
mid-December did it realize 
that malnutrition was the main 
cause rather than poor living 
conditions and sickness. 


The dramatic jump in deaths 
from 265 in May-June last year 
to 1,54-1 in August and more 
than 2,100 in November set 
off internal inquiries in the 
office here, but urgent consul- 
tations with the Bangladesh' 
authorities were not called un- 
til January 16.

MADRID — 

A bit of diploma iic foot-dragging by Spain during the 
height of tfae Iran crisis has signaled that the United States 
can no longer take for granted stopover rights at Spanish air 
bases for U.S. warplanes on their way to Middle East trouble 
spots. 

Spain’s reluctance to allow U.S. F-J5s bound for Saudi 
Arabia to land at Torrejon air base outside Madrid caused an 
expensive rerouting through Lajes, a base on Portugal's Azores 
Islands, with midair refueling. 

The incident underlined the differences between Spain 
and the United States that threaten to weaken the 25- year-old 
military relationship between the two countries. 

Spanish policy and attitudes raise serious questions about 
Whether the United States can use the Spanish bases to supply 
Israel in the event of another Middle East war, for example. 

Spain actually refused to allow U.S. planes resupplying 
Israel in 1973 to land at the bases — Spain does not recognize 
Israel and has cultivated the Arab states. However, U.5. air 
tankers from Torrejon did fly repeated missions in 1973 re- 
fueling planes from the United States airlifting weapons to 
Israel. 

Spain's apparent unhappiness with this situation stems 
from the fact that Washington and Madrid have conflicting 
Middle Hast policies and differences of opinion over whether 
developments like the current crisis in Iran actually involve the 
defense of the West. 

U.S. officials maintain that under the five-year bases 
treaty, which expires in 1981, the United States has “unlimited 
transit rights” for planes headed for third countries. 

Exactly what happened regrading transit rights for the 
F-I5s is not clear U.S. officials put in a routine request with 
the foreign office. At first the answer was affirmative. 

Then it was announced in Washington that the planes 
were going to Saudi Arabia for reasons involving Iran. Madrid 
promptly withdrew approval even though the flight involved 
three friendly governments — the United States, the Shah and 
the Sa>*di government. 

"We didn't want to bo taken for granted.” explained a 
Spanish official. 

“Perhaps we should have consulted a friend about the mis- 
sion of the F-I5s, an American source said. “We used chon 
(the Spanish bases) in 1973, and we should save them for a 
crucial moment.’* 

The fact remains, however, that the incident over the 
F-15s set a piecedent. The American interpretation of “un- 
limited transit rights" fa now an issue that will be raised if 
there is a new Middle East crisis and when a new bases ag- 
reement is negotiated in coming months. 

While it is true that Premier Adolfo Suarez faces an elec- 
toral campaign in which the U.S. treaty may become an issue. 
Socialists and Communists agree that the .alliance with -the 
United States must he continued so as not to upset the balance 
of power in Wetern Europe. They oppose Spain joining 
NATO, however. 

Apart from a different concept, of Western defense and 
conflicting strategic views on the Middle East, Spam feels that 
it can extend its influence in the Arab world as U.S. standing 
drops. Spain’s “special ' role” in the Arab world was a foreign 
policy cornerstone of the late dictator Francisco Franco. It 
remains the same under the nascent democracy of King Juan 
Carlos. (W P)

Khmer Rouge troops are 
still able to mount teBing coun- 
terattacks against Vietnamese- 
backed forces of • the new 
Cambodian government. But 
they are taking staggeringly 
high casualties, and some units 
appear ready to figb* to the 
last roan in desperate kami- 
kaze -style attempts to recap- 
ture strategic strongpoinUi. ac- 
cording to intelligence sources 
in Bangkok. 

Tbe sources are treating with 
.caution sweepihg claims made 
by Radio Democratic Kampu- 
chea — mouthpiece of the 
overthrown regime of Premier 
Pd Pot — that the entire sou- 
thwest of the country had been 
recaptured, and that the capi- 
tal, Phnom Penh, was within 
reach of loyal forces who had 
pushed their control! to a point 
only 35 kms south-west of it. 
In a recent broadcast the radio 
station — believed to be trans- 
mitting from China — said that 
loyal forces “have totally li- 
berated the southwest" except 
for the coastal towns of Kam- 
pot and Kep and "all the roads 
leading from Phnom Penh to 
the provinces are under our 
control." 

Vietnamese forces are trap- 
ped inside the port of Kampot 
and the seaside resort of Kep. 
the radio said: Highway Four 
from Phnom Penh to the deep' 
water port of Kompong Som 
was under conltro l l of loyal 
units. The town of Takeo. 
south of Phnom Penh, had also 
been "liberated". 

Last week tiie radio station 
said that Vietnamese-fled troops 
who briefly occupied the an- 
cient temples at Angkor Wat 


— symbol of Cambodian na- 
tional pride — had been th- 
rown out by "ocr revolutio- 
nary troops.” 

The new acknsmsration, die 
Peoples Revolutionary Coun- 
cil, installed in the capital Jan- 
uary 7th a fortnight after a 

Vietnamese-backed offensive 
against the Khmer Rouge lea- 
ders got under way, offers a 
contradictory picture of even©. 
A raflv was ’held in Phnom 
Penh last month to celebrate 
"the great Kampuchean victo- 
ry” tiie Voice of Democratic 
Kampuchea (organ of the new 
government) reported, giving 
no hint of continuing fighting. 
Both the new administration 
under Heng Samrin and the 
toppled Pol Pot repine refer 
in the same terms to their sue- . 
cesses: "liberation” by “revo- 
lutionary troops.”- 

Intelligence analysts here^lo- 
sdy following the war acknow- 
ledge their dearth of precise 
information on the situation in 
Cambodia. 

They suspect that the claims^ 
by Pol Pot’s radio are exagge*' 
rated, while saying they have 
evidence that logistics pro blems 
of the Vietnamese arc hamper 
ing the effort by the new ru- 
lers of Cambodia to cement 
their lightning victory. 

At a reversal of the gueoiUa 
tactics employed successfully 
against the Americans, tbe Viet- 
namese divisions helped their 
Cambodian allies to power by 
a conventional type attack- us- 
ing armored columns to seize 
communications centers, bypas- 
sing Khmer Rouge concentra- 
tions that are now harassing 
their supply lines. “The Viet- 
namese appear to have lost 
touch with guerrilla warfare in 


the ’past three or four years,” 
said one observer. "They now 
occupy strong points and the 
Khmer Rouge occupy spact” 


With no .bodycounts availa- 
ble In this war analysts here 
believe that the Khmer Rouge 
forces have taken the heavier 
toU in casualties, due to the 
much superior firepower of the 
Vietnamese lacked forces. The 
campaign was an unequal mat- 
ch between aircraft flying 
ground support and long range 
artillery on the one hand, and 
■small arms and automatic wea- 
pons on the other. Neither side 
appears to be taking prisoners. 
Analysis here estimate the Kh- 
mer Rouge strength of 70,000 
may have been depleted by a 
third since tbe campaign be- 
gan on Dec. 25. Primitive me- 
dical care for the wounded has 
increased mortalities, sources 
say. Defectors craning into 
Thailand bear out this impres- 
sion. “There are almost no doc- 
tors — they kflkd most of 
them off in their revolution,” 
says one expert. "If you do 
have a doctor, it*s a man with 
a hacksaw. You get an aspirin 
if a mortar shell shears off 
your arm." The Khmer Rouge 
forces loyal to the toppled re- 
gime fight bare foot, without 
fl&ckjackete or steel headgear. 
“You can imagine whai hap- 
pens when a mortar shell ex- 
plodes in a trench.” tfae expert

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Tehran ’s Intercontinental 
aloof to the revolution

TEHRAN — When iraie 
mobs rampaged a few weeks 
ago, after they burned the Bri- 
tish Embassy, airline offices 
and dozens of banks and shops 
in the center of the capital, me 
rioters headed for the Inter 
continental Hotel. 

They broke the windows 
and surged into the ground 
floor coffee shop, but the 
plucky chief hostess — an 
Iranian herself — personally 
barred rhe entrance to the main 
lobby. 

Then staff workers turned 
fire hoses on the rioters and 
drove them back out of the 
hold and into the street. The 
demonstrators moved away, 
looking for an easier target. 

“It was a fine example of 
team cooperation.” remarked 
general manager Gary Hoag- 
land, whose hotel has been an 
oasis ever since the violence 
escalated in (he streets of Teh' 
ran. 

“The city was in flames, but 
our staff held fast," Hoagland 
raid. “They don't teach courses 
like that in hotel management 
schools.” 

The Intercontinental thus far 
has survived power cuts, cur- 
few regulations, fuel shortages 
and threats of violence with 
flying colors. 

Ami it has taken its place 
along with the Amman Inter 
continental in Jordan, the 
Dacca Intercontinental in Ban- 
gladesh, and the Commodore 
Hotel in Beirut as hostel ries 
that have managed to function 
admirably under the most try- 
ing conditions. 

Almost all of the major 
hotels in Tehran have virtually 
rfiut down — but the 386-room 
Intercontinental is open for 
business. In fact, it js only just 
missing breaking even on the 
balance sheet. 

“We usually have an occu- 
pancy rate of 90 per cent to 
92 per cent,” Hoagland said. 
“In normal times, we would 
have one of the largest volu- 
mes in profits of food .and 
drink in our chain. 

“Currently we are running 
about 49 per cent occupancy, 
and that is around the break- 
even" point. We won’t make 
money, but we won’t lose 
much. Were we to reduce the 
staff, we would show a profit, 
but we don't want to let any- 


one go. 

The hotel now has 495 em- 
ployees, 20 of whom are non- 
Iranian. 

“I think our staff has been 
outs tan effing’* Hoagland said. 
“Despite the curfew and lack 
of public transportation, most 
of them have managed to get 
to work every day, even thou- 
gh they could have called in 
sick. I thank it’s not only be- 
cause they are getting a pay- 
check every week but also be- 
cause they feel that their car 
eers are genuinely involved 
here.” 

Ordinarily, the hotel’s guests 
would be businessmen making 
regular trips to Tran. But with 
the government offices and 
most commerce shut down twi- 
ce, the clientele of the hotri 
nowadays is almost entirely 
journalists. 

“We had to change our ope- 
ration to look after the needs 
of our guests, wtoo are operat- 
ing almost 24 hours a day,” 
Hoagland commented. “But the 
journalists are understanding 
about our hotel problems — 
the power cuts and the shorta- 
ges, and the fact that out- 
going phones and the telex 
have been shut off by the gov- 
ernment. 

“The guests have been un- 
derstanding. and we have tried 
to make the best of it.” 

Because of a strike by tele- 
communications workers and 
the absence of government 
management, it is next to im- 
possible to make an outgoing 
phone call or telex call. How- 
ever, incoming calls from the 
United States and Europe get 
through — often after several 
hours delay. 

“Our phone operators have 
been magnificent” Hoagland 
said, “and have managed to 
maintain a link to the outside 
world.” 

-Hoagland is proud of the 
fact that the hotel has mana- 
ged to keep its prices from 
rising during the crisis. How- 
ever, Tehran is one of the 
most expensive cities in the 
world, and the Intercontinen- 
tal's prices reflect that fact. 

For instance, an American 
breakfast is $7, a steak S17 
without the trimmings and a 
Coca-Cola 80 cents — all ex- 
cluding service charges. Hotel 
taxis charge about SI 5 an 
hour. 


Each morning, Hoagland 
sends his purchasing scouts 
out to buy foodstuffs — coffee 
al $10 a pound — and fuel 
oil, which tras quadrupled in 
price during the crisis and is 
in short supply in Tehran. The 
fed is needed for normal heat- 
ing purposes and to run the 
aux&ary electric generators 
that are cut in during the daily 
and nightly power cuts. 

Thus, even then the hotel 
usually manages to keep die 
elevators running and corridor 
lights working — although toe 
guests In the rooms must ope- 
rate by candeKght 

One of the saving graces of 
the hotel is that when the crisis 
started here was a freezer full 
of American beef. The supply 
is rapidly being depleted, how- 
ever, and a recent container full 
of prime beef from the United 
States had to be unloaded in 
Dubai because of the strikes in 
I rani an port cities. 

The hotel used to operate 
four rest aiirams but has now 
doubled up by moving the 
ground floor restaurants to the 
top floor — the 13ch. The kit- 
chens have been able to han- 
dle aH the guests — includ- 
ing toe night w hen 350 pas- 
sengers who waited in vain for 
a jumbo jet at toe akport 
turned up on Hoagfaud’s door 
step and were fed and bedded 
down. 

The Intercontinental, which 
opened in 1971, is one-quarter 
owned by Intercontinental Ho- 
tels and toe rest by local cor- 
porations and banto. 

Hoagland, 39, is a native of 
Portland, Oregon, and a gra- 
duate of the University of 
Utah, where bis first innkeep- 
ing job was as a bellboy at the 
Temple Square Hotel iu Salt 
Lake Qty. 

He has spent- most of his 
career iu the financial end of 
the hotel business, with the 
Albert Pick chain and Play- 
boy Enterprises, before moving 
to toe Intercontinental group in 
1973. He asked to move into 
operations and became general 
manager in Tehran in August . 
1977. 

During the crisis, his wife, 
Loretta, and two daughters, 
KeMy, 17, and Stacy, 15 re- 
mained in their suite in toe 
hotel. But recently, when the 
American school shut down.

Romania's move, though 
not as dramatic as its refusal 
late last year to go along with 
a Warsaw Pact proposal .to 
increase defense spending, is 
seen as another firm step by 
President Nicola e Ceau s e s cu 
to loosen Moscow's grip on 
Eastern Europe. 

Romania’s initiative comes 
at a time when slow-moving 
talks between the nine-mem- 
ber EEC and Comecon are 
stalled, mainly over the ques- 
tion of who has the power 
to negotiate trade agreements.

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Over 100,000 blacks mass 
at Salisbury election rally 


SALISBURY, Fob. 4 (AlP)— 
More lhai. 100,000 blacks 
packed a football ' stadium 
here Sunday to hear Salisbury 
leader Abel Muzorewa launch 
his campaign to persuade 
blacks to take part in this 
couokry's fifsd universal suf- 
ferage election. 

The election is scheduled 
April 20 despite guerrilla 
threats to blow up Lhe polling 
booths. 

Delighted Muzorewa aides 
pointed to the turnout, esti- 
mated by police at 120,000 
people. They said it indicated 
popular support for the inter- 
national! y-unrecoenized ag- 
reement for black rule bet- 
ween Prime Minister Ian Smith 
and the three Salisbury black 
leaders. 

Tbe diminutive Muzorewa, 
dressed in his party's black, 
red, yellow and green colors, 
and matching tassled cap, 
drew thunderous applause as 
he praised Rhodesian whites 
for conceding black rule. 

He also receive applause as 
he denounced Western powers 
for continuing to withhold 
recognition and nationalist 
guerrillas for their ongoing 
war for control. 


The rally was the first since 
the Jan. 3C referendum in 
which th- tiny while electorate, 
which has held power for 
nearly nine decades, voted 
overwhelming for the Salisbu- 
ry transition government’s 
constitution. The document 
provides for a Mack-dominat- 
ed government to which 
whites will have a powerful 
say for another decade. 

One of the embattled tran- 
sition government's main fears 
is that blacks, either because

totalling $8 to $10 billion, 
the "Washington Post” said 
Sunday. 

A “Post" correspondent re- 
porting from Tehran said the 
cancellation . of most outstand- 
ing weapons orders placed by 
the Shah was agreed to in 
talks between Iranian military 
leaders and UjS. Defense De- 
partment special envoy Eric 
von Marhod. 

Von Mar bod has been in 
Iran for some time discussing 
tbe government's financial prob- 
lems arising from the strikes 
in Iranian oilfields. 

The “Post" said the major 
orders being canceled are for 
160 General Dynamics F;16 
filter planes, seven Boeing 
Airborne Warning and Con- 
trol System lAWACS) planes, 
20 McDonneU Dougflas F"4 
Phantom reconnaissance planes 
and two Spruance destroyers. 

The newspaper also said 
construction of a $1 billion 
□aval base under construe lion 
at Chah Bahar on the Gulf 
by Texas contractor Brown and 
Root would be hafted. 

A Pentagon spokesman, ask- 
ed about the report, said, “I 
don’t have anything from there 
(Iran) to confirm or deny it.” 

The State Department had 
no immediate comment on the 
report. 


After British and U.S- offi- 
cials conferred in Washington 
over the weekend, British For- 
eign. Secretary David Owen, 
said the Rhodesian situation 
was deteriorating and expres- 
sed a “sense of despair."

CAGLIARI, Sacdum, Feb. 
4 (R) — Italy’s government, 
fell last week because of bad 
faith, delays and trims* for 
power among the ruling Chris- 
tian Democrats, Communist 
Party Secretary Enrico Berlin' 
guer said Sunday. 

Speaking before 5,000 Com - 
mumrts on his native island, 
Berifaguer launched a fierce 
attack on die Christian Demo- 
crats whose 1 0-month ~oLd 

minority government coUopsed 
last Wednesday when the Com- 
munists withdrew their parlia- 
mentary support. 

He renewed his party’s de- 
mand for cabinet seats as the 
price of their entering any new 
affiance. Tbe Christian Demo- 
crats have consistently dismiss' 
ed this idea, so Berianguer’s re- 
statement of it matte early ge- 
neral election seem, inevitable. 

“We pulled out of the majo- 
rity because others, above al 
the Christian Democrats, - did 
not stick to the agreement," he 
said. 

Whenever real reforms look- 
ed likely to become law, said 
Berlin guer, mentioning recent 


proposals on agriculture and 
the police, “The Christian De- 
mocrats returned to their cus- 
tomary practices of delay and 
postponement.'* 

He referred to recent state- 
ments by Christian Democra- 
tic leadens that tbe Communists 
would never enter Hie govern- 
ment. “And after such insults 


•hey dare to say we Commu- 
crirts undermined and broke 
the affiance,” he said. 

Caretaker Prime Minister 
Gtfiffio Andreotti has been given 
a presidential mandate to try 
to form a new government but 
has given no sign that he will 
offer the Communists a role in 
it. 


For continued prosecution 


Bonn sees Nazi law change 


FRANKFURT, Feb. 4 (R)— 
West German Justice Minister 
Haos-Jochen Vogel said Sunday 
he thought it probable that the 
law would be changed to allow 
continued prosecution of Nazi 
war criminals after the present 
time limit expires in December. 

He said in a radio interview 
that there had been a shift in 
opinion — fuelled by last 
month's screening here of the 
American television series 
“Holocaust" about the mass 


murder of the Jews — toward 
lifting the statute of limitations. 
(See earlier story page 4) 

The law sets a time limit o$ 
30 years on investigating mur- 
ders. Unless the Bundestag 
(lower house) alters the ldw, 
no now legal investigations of 
suspected Nazi murders will be 
allowed after the end of this 
year, 

Vogel said lie hoped toe 
Bundestag would reach a deci- 
sion before the summer recess. 


LONDON, Feb. 4 <R) — 
Britain's tow-paid workers 
kept up their strike action 
Sunday and rubbish poked hig- 
her in ihe streets, bodies awai- 
ting burial stacked up in cold 
aorage and half the ■ 2,300 
stirte hospitals were turning 
away all but emergency cases: 
Over one million public ser- 
vice employees, including gar- 
bage coHLectera, gravediggers, 
caretakers and hospital olea- 
nezs wanJt nbeir basic weekly 
wages increased from a bout 
$80 to $120. 

About half ihe nurses in ttfe 
country's state hospitals had 
lo dean Boors and sort out 
laundry.

The strikes by members oi 
toe National Union of Public 
Employees remain sporadic, 
with London the worst hit 
region.

Gunfire heard 
in Kampala as 

tension mounts 

NAIROBI, Feb. 4 (R) - 
Heavy gunfire was heard in the 
streets of central Kampala Sun- 
day and dectrieity aupeaes and 
radio programs in the Ugandan 
capital were interrupted, resi- 
dents in the city said. 

The residents, contacted by. 
telephone from Nairobi, said 
they heard shooting and a 
series of explosions early Sun- 
day morning. Armed troops 
were patrolling the streets and 
there was a mood of high ten- 
sion, they said. 

Exile sources in Nairobi have, 
spoken of strong pressure on 
Fred dent idi Amm from oppo- 
sition forces within toe com* 
try in the last few months and 
he has been fighting a sporadic 
war agatest Tanzanian troops 
on their mutual border. 

Ugandan sources in Nairobi 
said an electricity sub-station

Informed sources said Bazar 
gan has met with Khomeini, 
Bakhtiar and at least two senior 
TO&tary leadens within toe past 
72 hours.

According to toe sources, toe 
army blocked Bakhtiar’s plans 
for flying to Paris last month 
for a meeting with Khomeini.
